ADOLPHUS CAMERON IS 
ONLY DEMOCRAT ELECTED 


Entire County Ticke t The n 
Is 
Give n Comforta ble Ma rgins 
Down Through List 


'The entire republican county 
ticket, with one exception, 
was 
swept into office Tuesday 
with 
the greatest number of votes ev- 
&r cast in an election in 
Rush 
county, due principally to 
the 
interest taken in the presiden­ 
tial campaign. 
The one exception 
to 
V*e 
county going complete for 
the 
republican ticket was 
Adolphus 
Cameron, 
incumbent 
in 
the 
county 
engineer’s 
office, 
who 
polled a majority of 583 
votes 
over his republican 
opponent, 
Frank Catt. 
Unpredecented scratching 
of 
the ballots prevailed at the polls 
Tuesday, as evidence from 
the 
wide margin of votes cast 
for 
different candidates. For the first 
named presidential electors, 
a 
total df 
approximately 
9,700 
votes were cast, breaking all pre­ 
vious records. Two years ago the 
vote for U. S. Senator was 
ap­ 
proximately 8,800. 
John W. Anderson led the re- 
j^jjWican county ticket 
in 
his 
race for county councilman 
at 
large, polling a majority of 2,728 
votes over his opponent, William 
E. Shanahan. The closest 
race 
in the county was staged 
be­ 
tween Walter Bitner, 
democrat 
and Jesse 
Henley. 
Republican, 
who sought the office of county 
auditor. In this race, Mr. Henley 
won out 
by a 
margin of 
426 
votes. 
This race, with the 
exception 
of the victorious race staged by 
Mr. Cameron, provided the only 
close contest of the county elec­ 
tion, and in most of the county 
offices the republicans were con­ 
ceded victories early in the even­ 
ing. 
Lowell M. Green, county 
cor­ 
oner and DeWitt C. Buell, coun- 
tv assessor were ushered into of­ 
fice without 
opposition. 
a l­ 
though they polled heavily 
on 
the ballots. 
Hoover piled up 6,640 
votes 
aeainst Smith, who 
obtained 
2996. thus having a margin 
o* 
3.644 for a record high vote 
of 
the entire e le ction here.

figures were obtained by using

ANOTHER ELECTION FOR 
RUSHVILLE IS LOOMING 


City Council to Conside r Re -Ar­ 
ra nging Pre cincts or Wa rds 
For Ma y Prima ry 


Following closely 
upon 
the 
present election the 
voters 
of 
Rushville will be thrown into the 
midst of another election within 
a few months, as next May the 
Primary for the city election will 
hold the interest. 
Several candidates 
are 
now 
being talked about as expecting 
to seek office on the two tickets, 
and only in a few weeks will the 
two organizations perfect 
their 
plans for the campaign. 
The city election in May will 
name nominees for mayor, clerk, 
treasurer, ward councilmen and 
two councilmen at large. 
An ordinance will be 
drafted 
shortly by the city council, de­ 
fining new boundary lines 
foi 
thq precincts, as an effort 
will 
be made to make more 
evenly 
the number of voters in the pre­ 
cincts. 
There is some talk tha t an ad­ 
ditional ward mav be designat­ 
ed, and new precincts outlined. 
If this is done the city will 
be 
entirely redistricted and 
the 
boundary lines all changed, 
so 
that the larger voting places will 
be reduced. 
Mayor Bebout explained to the 
city council Tuesday night that 
it was unfair a^»d an imposition 
on the election boards to permit 
the precincts to go longer in the 
crowded condition. In case a new 
ward is outlined, it would 
also 
include a new councilman, mak­ 
ing the council board 
number 
six in all. 
One of the reasons also 
as­ 
signed for 
the 
contemplated 
change in wards or nrecincts is 
due to the fa ct that the present 
lines have been in use for 
30 
v*»ars. and no con « id ea tion 
h«s 
since been given to the growth 
of the city, a nd the ne w a ddi­ 
tions tha t ha ve ca use d some of 
the pre cincts to be e nla rge d,

Indianapolis, Nov. 7—( JP)—In ­ 
diana apparently elected Harry 
G. Leslie, as its fourth consecu­ 
tive Republican

giving Herbert Hoover, a sweep­ 
ing victory over Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith, Democrat, for the presi­ 
dency. 
/ 
The vote from 2902 of the 3608 
precincts 
in 
the 
presidential 
race gave Hoover 716,079 
and 
Smith 477,721. 
Leslie’s total count from 2996 
precincts was 616,370 
as com­ 
pared with 
577,968 for Dailey. 
His majority was in excess 
of 
38,000. 
The Republicans also returned 
United States Senator Arthur R. 
Robinson to Washington, 
the 
incumbent scoring a runaway 
victory 
over 
Albert 
Stump, 
Democrat. 
The unseating 
of 
Congress­ 
man Ralph E. Updike, Republi­ 
can, in the seventh Indiana dis­ 
trict, by Louis Ludlow, Demo­ 
crat, was the only 
upset 
oc- 
curing in the congressional race 
on the face of incomplete 
re­ 
turns. 
Leslie’s victory virtually 
as­ 
sured him of other state officers 
of his own political party, 
as 
well as giving indications of 
a 
Republican Senate 
and 
House 
for the next session of the In ­ 
diana general assembly, 
which 
will hold its next meeting 
for 
sixty days beginning in January. 
Returns on the remainder of the 
state ticket, however, filtered in 
slowly. 
At noon, 2576 precincts out of 
3608 gave Leslie 544,976 to 513,- 
647 for Dailey. Hoover’s 
tota l 
from 2550 precincts was 634,533, 
with Smith getting 428,206. 
Senator Robinson, on returns 
from 2465 precincts, obtained1 
577,414 votes to 455,647 
for his 
Democratic opponent. Otto F i- 
field, Republican nominee 
for 
Secretary of State collected 5 0 0 ,- 
075 in 2095 precincts 
as 
com­ 
pared to 400,296 
for 
Arthur 
Hamrick, Democrat. 
Incomplete 
returns 
in 
the 
thirteen congressional contents 
indicated tha t Indiana would 
have nine Republican and four 
Democratic congressmen.

Before hand, his m ana­ 
gers had predicted it would 
be 
around 600,000. Neither did the 
Sm ith vote in Chicago, 
B alti­ 
more, Cleveland, St. Louis, 
or 
Philadelphia take on the Sm ith 
ratio predicted for it, although 


in Boston, probably the scene o f 
the nom inees g reatest reception 
during the * campaign, 
he 
re­ 
ceived a tremendous tribute 
at 
the ballot box . 
W hat the election may mean 
for the future of the two party 
organizations is a question 
of 
great speculation among party 
chiefs. The g reat Hoover vote in 
the South, following on the re­ 
organization of the Republican 
party in most of the 
southern 
states, leaves for that party an 
open question of how far it will 
go in its endeavor to m aintain 
9 two-party basis south of the 
M ason-Dix on line. Many thous­ 
ands of those who voted ag aihst 
Sm ith continued to profess their 
alleg iance to the 
Democratic 
party , and whether any consid­ 
erable number of them can 
be 
perm anently brought within the 
ranks of a rejuvenated Republi­ 
can party in the south remains 
for the coming m onths to deter­ 
mine. 
On the Democratis 
side 
lies 
the whole question of w hat can 
be done, to rejuvenate a party 
which took the 
punishm ent it 
suffered y esterday , on tqp of two 
previous crushing defeats in the 
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Republican 
landslides of 19 20 ft 
and 19 24. Wrapped 
up in 
this* a 
problem is the question of Gov. « 
Sm ith’s 
continued 
leadership. < 
That leadership was opposed ati*” 
the 
Houston convention

m any party wheelhorses of that* 
same solid south on w hich th e 
party depended for y ears to pro-» 
vide the nest-eg g of sure Dem o­ 
cratic streng th in a 
national 
election. After the

em perors could devise in th eir to rture cham bers. 
Now, however, Sir Leonard Rog ers, B ritish 
scientist, declares th a t new developm ents in the 
use of hydnocarpus oil in treatin g th e disease 
m ake it possible to cure practically all ex cept 
advanced cases. 
He 
believes th a t 
eventually 
leprosy will disappear from B ritish and A m eri­ 
can possessions everywhere. 
In the U nited States the disease is ex trem ely 
rare, of course. 
But in the O rient it is common. 
Some believe there are l,000,q00 cases in India 
alone.

Washington, Nov . 7 — Nobody back in the tiny hamlet of 
West Branch, Iowa, 50 y ears ago ev er dreamed that Bert Hoov er, 
the barefoot little orphan whose father had been the v illage black­ 
smith, would ev er be president of the United States. 
And likewise nobody back in Topeka, Kansas, 50 y ears ago 
ev er dreamed that 18 -y ear-old Charlie Curtis, another orphan, 
who had a good job as a hack driv er and was study ing law in his 
spare time, would ev er be v ice president of the United States. 
Yet, today these two orphans who fought their way upward 
in the world, stand elected to the highest offices within the gift of 
the American people. 
It is a story without parallel, a story of triumph that is pos­ 
sible only in a land where freedom, equality and opportunity pre­ 
v ail — a story that is in keeping with the finest of American 
traditions. 
The careers of Herbert Hoov er and Charles Curtis fcav e been 
strangely alike — and stragely dissimilar. 
Each was an orphan boy , bereft of both mother and father 
at a tender age; each fought his own way to fame with little aid; 
each mastered his opportunities, rose to ev ery occasion, climbed 
the ladder of success by his own efforts. 
Their goal was the same—but fornia mines to gain ex perience

The orphaned Hoov er

The orphaned Curtis struggled 
his way from an Indian reser­ 
v ation through a career as a 
ioetpv 
a hack-driv en, a self- 
awy er, a county pro- 
c..

congressman and a 
slender means. 
Cuiv ii lias spent almost a life­ 
time in politics; the first and 
only office that Hoov er ev er ran 
for was that of president. 
The curtain rose on the life 
of Herbert Clark Hoov er in a 
clapboard cabin on a scrawny 
farm in rural Iowa on Aug. 10, 
18 74. 
His father—a powerful 
bear of a man—was Jesse Hoov ­ 
er a farmer, who also 
ran 
a 
blacksmith shop at the v illage of 
West Branch. Both of his par­ 
ents were dev out Quakers, sober 
of mien and stern of speech. 
Before y oung Hoov er was 
10 
y ear old both his father and his 
mother had died. For a time he 
liv ed with relativ es on a nearby 
farm and then, when he was 10, 
an uncle took him to Oregon 
There, y oung Hoov er worked in 
Ms uncle’s real estate office, for 
the Oregon land boom was on. 
Lured by the tales of a rov ing 
mining prospector who chanced 
that way when he was entering 
y oung manhood, Hoov er decided 
to become a mining engineer. 
H;s sav ings were small, but Le- 
3 and Stanford Univ ersity was 
just opening down in California 
so he went there and worked his 
way through. He waitd on tables, 
collected laundry for fellow stu­ 
dents, 
managed a college ly - 
ceum bureau 
and did almost 
anv thing else that would turn 
an honest penny . 
After 
graduation 
Hoov er 
worked as a day laborer in Cali- 


and then went to work in the 
office of Louis Janin, a famous 
mining engineer. Janin recom­ 
mended him to a London 
firm 
of mining engineers 
and, 
in 
18 97, the latter sent him to Aus­ 
tralia to take charge of its gold 
mines there. 
A couple of y ears later, on one 
of his chief trips to the United — 
States, he married' Miss Lou 
Henry , who had 
been a class- 
mate at Leland Stanford. They 
were the first and only sweet­ 
hearts each ev er had. 
Entering business for himself. 
Hoov er began dev eloping mining 
properties in China, India, Bur­ 
ma and other far-away lands 
Fortune smiled 
on 
his enter­ 
prises and he became a man of 
tremendous wealth. 
The outbreak of the World 
War found Hoov er at his office 
in London. The story 
of his 
career from that day on is too 
well known to need repetition in 
detail here.

around the railroad station 
at 
Topeka and later wqrked in 
a 
liv ery stable. Nex t, he got a job 
driv ing a hack. 
It was while he was 
a hack 
driv er that Curtis studied law, 
often reading his lawbooks by 
the light of the oil lamps on his 
cab as he waited for fares. A 
sy mpathetic lawy er finally took 
the y outh into his office. 
At 21, Curtis was admitted to 
the bar and at 25 (in 18 8 5) he 
got his first political job when 
he was elected as a county pro­ 
secutor. In 18 92 he was elected 
to Congress and serv ed sev en 
terms. In 1907 he was elected 
to the Senate, in 1912 
he was 
beaten but in 1914 he was re­ 
elected and has since serv ed 
there. He was named Republican 
floor leader upon the death of 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachusetts. 
Such is the story of the two 
orphans, Herbert 
Hoov er 
and 
Charles Curtis, who hav e strug­ 
gled their way upward through 
lean and bitter y ears to the two 
highest offices that the nation 
can bestow. 
It is 
an epic 
of personal 
•achiev ement, proof of the real 
opportunity that beckons to the 
v oung men of ev ery generation 
in a land where all men are 
born equal; it is thoroughly in 
accord with the finest traditions 
of America.

a matter of fact the Revolutionary War,, which 
gave tmr country its being, is only a few genera- 
-tions away, and since the Revolution our coun- 
try has not yet existed as long as the period be- 
tween the founding of the first permanent Eng- 
lish colony and the beginning of the war for 
independence. 


A recent examination of the pension rolls 


of the Department of the Interior discloses the 
fact that there are still two women living ui 
America who are receiving pensions as the moth- 
ers of veterans of the Civil War. One of thes 
is Mrs. Samantha R. Button, aged 96, who lives 
at West McHenry, Illinois, and is the mother of 
Clinto D. Rover, who was a private in the Illinois 
cavalry 
This youngster enlisted at the age of 


sixteen in the year 1864 and died four months 
latT of typhoid fever. Mrs. Button was born m 
1831 
which was during the administration of 


that old patriot Andrew Jackson. She was mar- 
ried in September, 1847, during the Mexican War 
period, to George Rover and. the son was born a 
year later. A Civil War mother bom in the days 
of Andrew Jackson, married in Mexican War 
days and still living, gives us a little better idea 
of how young Uncle Sam really is. 


The only other surviving Civil War mother 


is Samantha Farrer, an aged colored woman, 
living at Athens, Ala. She was pensioned as the 
dependent mother of Henry Farrer, a former 
slave, who enlisted in the Federal army during 
the war as a private in Company F, 110th Colored 
Infantry. 
Farrer was taken prisoner at Athens, 


Alabama, in September, 1864, and died in the 
Confederate prison at Mobile, Ala., in January of 
the following year from disease contracted in 
the line of duty. The soldier was born a slave 
and at the time of his death his mother and all 
of her family were slaves. 
Samantha Farrer 


does not know when she was born, but she is at 
least 100 years of age. Her son, who lost his life 
in the Union cause, was her first born. The last 
she ever saw of him was when he was being 
marched away as a prisoner in Athens by Gen- 
eral Forrest's raiders. 


Yet as young as we arc our government has 


lived longer without fundamental change than 
any present government in Europe. So perhaps 
after all we ar beyond the experimental stage in 
our political existence.

YOUTH NOT WORSE. 


For a good while it has been the fashion 


among certain writers and speakers to condemn 
young people of the present, charging them with 
being wild, frivolous, immoral and what not. 
The escapades of the small minority have been 
held up as representing the tendencies of the 
entire body of modern youth. 


Many thoughful persons who are in position 


to observe real conditions do not take this view, 
however, but incline to the belief that the young- 
er generation will compare favorably with those 
of "the good old days." 


President James R. Angell of Yale University 


is one who believes that the students of today 
seem on the average to be distinctly superior to 
those of former times in." "breadth of outlook, sin- 
cerity, range of vividness of intellectual interest 
and essential stability of character." 


As an educator for 35 years, President Angell 


has had the opportunity to observe many thous- 
and of students. 
His view concerning the pres- 


ent day youth is therefore entitled to respectful 
consideration. 
The chances are that he is 


right. 


BIG EVENTS GO UNNOTICED. 


Some of the big events in world history go 


almost unnoticed at the time they take place. 
Often it is not until long afterward that people 
generally realize the importance of what has 
happened. 


For example: between 1910 and 1928 British 


and American doctors did something that prob- 
ably will prove more important to the Far East, 
in years to come, than the World War itself; yet 
their exploit got almost no space in the press, 
and went almost unnoticed except among sci- 
entific circles. 


The deed that is referred to is the discov- 


ery of an apparently sure cure for leprosy, 
scourge of the Orient. 


Leprosy has been.a plague since Biblical 


times. Everyone who has gone to Sunday school 
can recall the horror in which the ancient Israel- 
ites held the disease. Lepers were driven out of 
cities and towns and compelled to subsist miser- 
ably in rock caves. 
They were "unclean;" no 


one, on pain of death, could have anything to 
do with them. 
The disease was incurable; 
it 


condemned the sufferer to untold agony and a 
lingering death worse than even the ingenious 
emperors could devise in their torture chambers. 


Now, 
however, Sir Leonard Rogers, British 


scientist, declares that new developments in the 
use of hydnocarpus oil in treating the disease 
make it possible to cure practically all except 
advanced cases. 
He believes that eventually 


leprosy will disappear from British and Ameri- 
can possessions everywhere. 


In the United States the disease is extremely 


rare, of course. But in the Orient it is common. 
Some believe there are l.OOO.QOO cases in India 
alone. If Sir Leonard is right, and leprosy can 
be wiped out, it will be one of the greatest things 
>for the Far East that ever happened. Its effects 
will be remembered there long after the World 
War has passed into history.

the ladder of success by his own efforts.

Before young Hoover was 10 


year old both his father and his 
mother had died. For a time he 
lived with relatives on a nearby 
farm and then, when he was 10, 
an uncle took him to Oregon 
There, young Hoover worked in 
Ms uncle's real estate office, for 
the Oregon land boom was on.

Next, he got a job 
driving a hack. 


It was while'he -was a hack 


driver that Curtis studied law, 
often reading his lawbooks by 
the light of the oil lamps on his 
cab as he waited for. fares. A 
sympathetic lawyer finally took 
the youth into his office. 


At 21, Curtis was admitted 'to 


the bar and at 25 (in 1885) he 
got his first political job when 
he was elected as a county pro- 
secutor. In 1892 he was elected 
to Congress and served seven 
terms: In 1907 he was elected 
to the Senate, in 1912 he was 
beaten but in 1914 he was re- 
elected! and has since served 
there. .He was named Republican 
floor leader upon the death of 
"Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachusetts.
